Text of Governor’s Statement 


OLLOWING is the text of 
f Gov. Caulfield’s letter to 

the Secretary of State giy- 
ing his reasons for vetoing the 
terminable permit bill: 


“June 25, 1929. 


‘To the Secretary of State: 

ae. 

“IT have the honor to trans- 
mit “herewith without my ap- 
proval House Bill No. 381. en- 
titled ‘An Act to amend Chap- 
ter 95, Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, 1919, by adding 
thereto a new article to be 
numbered Article 8, authoriz- 
ing the Public Service Com- 
mission of the State of Mis- 
souri to grant terminable per- 
mits to certain common ¢car- 
riers, as specified in said ar- 
ticle; authorizing the purchase 
of the property of certain com- 
mon carriers operating under 
such permits, by cities or polit- 
ical subdivisions of the State 
in which the property of such 
carriers is in whole or in part 
located, and _ prescribing the 
terms and conditions under 
which such permits may be 
granted and terminated,’ for 
the reasons set out below: 

*‘l have given this bill seri- 
ous consideration and _ feel 
deeply the responsibility of dis- 
approving it. It has been ap- 
proved by the Legislature of 
the state, by the Mayor and 
chief officers and many of the 
active business and _ civic or- 
ganizations of the city of St. 
Louis. 

“The indeterminate form of 
franchise properly safeguarded 
undoubtedly is of great advan- 
tage t othe public as well as 
the utility. 

“I would sign this bill were 
I not convinced tha tit is an 
unnecessary and unwise eva- 
sion of the charter-making 
powers of St. Louis, 


“All other cities and even 
St. Louis County are excluded 
from its provisions. It confers 
upon the State Public Service 
Commission powers that it can 
exercise only as to St. Louis. 
It would seem that the bill was 
not passed upon its merits, but 
upon assurance to the legisla- 
tors that St. Louis and, St. 
Louis only wanted it. 


“It is called an enabling 
act but I do not find that it 
confers upon the City of St. 
Louis any powers which it 
does not now have under the 
constitution and laws of the 
state and its charter, except 
the power to enable the Pub- 
lic Service Commission to 
grant such utilities a termin- 
able permit or intermediate 
franchise for a longer period 
than 50 years. 


“The city may include in a 
franchise granted by itself all 
of the features contemplated 
by the proposed law for the 
contract ordinance precedent 
to the issue of the terminable 
permit. 


“Under Section 10, Article 
12, of the Constitution, as 
amended in 1921, the city has 
power to acquire by purchase, 
condemnation or construction 
street railways or any other 
public service institution with- 
in or outside of its limits and 
pay for such property by pub- 
lic utility bonds and general 
bonds in addition to the legal 
debt limit. I have signed the 
rapid transit act passed by 
the Legislature at this session, 
which act specifically confers 
upon the city power to acquire 
in whole or in part transporta- 
tion utilities within and out- 
side the corporate limits, and 
to pay for them by assessing 
benefits and damages in the 
same manner as in the acqui- 
sition of real estate for public 
purpose, and by the issue of 
bonds as provided by the Con- 
stitution. 


“Article 19, Section 1, of 
the St. Louis City Charter pro- 
vides that all grants or renew- 
als of franchises shal) be sub- 
ject to the right of the city at 
stated intervals at its option to 


acquire any utility upon terms 
and conditions as provided in 
the granting or renewing ordi- 
nance. Subdivision 11, Section 
1, Article 1, of the Charter, 
empowers the city to acquire, 
construct, own, operate and 
maintain sell, mort- 
gage, pledge or otherwise dis- 
pose of public utilities or any 
estate or interest therein. Un- 
der these existing provisions 
of the Constitution, or laws 
and Charter, the city may in- 
clude in a franchise, if it de- 
sires, all the features of the 
proposed law as to agreemcnt 
on the capital value for pur- 
chase purposes, ani methods 
of accounting or addition bet 
terments, renewals and fr-- 
placements and dedu¢tiors for 
property abandoned or retired

“Existing laws confer 
the city adequate 
the acquisition and operation 
of transportation  untilities 
and the negotiation of a fran- 
chise identical with the con- 
tract contemplated by the 
proposed law. I do not find 
that the proposed law coniers 
on the city any additional 
powers of value, and contains 
nothing new except the ter- 
minable instead of 
term franchise, and this inno- 
vation can be accomplished by 
amendment of the charter if 
the people desire. Indeed, by 
specifying particularly the 
matters that may be covered 
in the consent to be granted 
by the proper authorities of 
the city, it may well be 
doubted whether anything 
else may be covered, and thus 
the present power of the city 
to exact favorable terms, such 
as requirements as to paving, 
may be curtailed, instead of 
enlarged by the terminable 
permit bill.

‘In short, this bill merely 
amends St, Louis’ charter by 
removing a restriction imposed 
by the people on its Mayor 
and Aldermen. It repeals that 
portion of the St. Louis city 
charter which forbids’ the 
Mayor and Aldermen from 
granting a franchise for more 
than 50 years. For over 52 
years the people of St. Louis 
have been proud of their 
right to frame and amend 
their own charter. They have 
jealously resented legislative 
amendment of the charter. 


“It is important that friend- 
ly relations between the peo- 
ple and the public utilities be 
maintained. The limitation 
on the franchise granting 
power is regarded by the peo- 
ple as an important provision 
of the Charter. To induce the 
Legislature to abolish that 
limitation, without consent of 
the people, cannot fail to 
arouse resentment and preju- 
dice against the utility. All 
this is unnecessary. 


“The people of St. Louls are 
progressive and modern in 
their ideas*and fully realize 
the importance of helping in 
the solution of the serious 
transportation problem. That 
they have the ability to decide 
rightly important questions 
such as this has been demon- 
strated by their adoption of 
the present Charter, 
which, when adopted, was re- 
garded as most modern and 
efficient, and their gener-

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell advised 
Chairman Nye of the Senate Lands 
Committee yesterday that the in- 
vestigation by the Department of 
Justice of the Salt Creek (Wyo.)

PARIS. June 15. 

I shall tell you a little how the 
new Patou line was inspired. What- 
ever newspapers of any nationality 
may say, the birthplace of all real 
fashions is Paris. During a few 
years past dressmakers and French 
people in general have allowed 
themselves to be influenced far too 
much by what is written.in foreign 
journals. 

There are American fashion 
publications which take the line of 
predicting what Paris fashions are 
g0ing to be before they have ap- 
peared. hey say this color, that 
line, will be worn in the coming 
months before they have seen what 
the dressmakers themselves are 
producing. In my opinion this is 
stepping over the bounds. <A fash- 
ion paper's function is to report 
what is the fashion. It is the dress 
designer's business to produce 
fashions. In doing this he should 


be influenced only his own in- 
spiration and feeling of what ought 
to be worn and what is the trend 
of his chic clients’ taste. He should 
in no way be influenced by the 
Opinion of fashion papers of Amer- 
ican or ar. other nationality, 
which, with foreign staffs in Paris 
seek to impose a certain formula 
of fashion and try to force their 
readers to believe that this and no 
other formula is correct. 

Unfortunately, too m 
ae aking houses have, in past, 
aiiowed themselves to influ- 
enced by what they read in the 
press. Paris fashions will lose all 
their real character and individual- 
ity if they submit themselves 
to American influence.

When the syrup is very hot, pour 
slowly over the beaten yolks: re- 
turn to the syrup saucepan and 
cook two minutes over the gentle 
heat, stirring constantly.
